WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Liber- 


alization of the social security act 
in such fashion as to afford greater 
benefits to the aged, and dependent 
children, was urged upon congress 
today by President Roosevelt in a 
special message. 


In so doing, the president infer- 


entially condemned the Townsend 
plan, arid other visionary old age 
pension schemes. He said he could 
' not too strongly urge building on 


the principles of the existing act, 
"rather than turning to untried and 
demonstrably unsound panaceas". 


The president transmitted, with 


his approval, a report of the social 
security board which proposed: 


Proposals Made 


1. The beginning of payment of 


monthly old-age insurance benefits 
at an earlier age than now prescrib- 
ed, plus liberalization of benefits in 
the early yeaxs. 


2. The granting of proportionately 


larger federal grants-in-aid to those

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Europe today 


entered another week of anxious 
watching and maneuvering, with the 
Mediterranean 
and China in the 


spotlight, and the United States in 
the role of a directly interested ob- 
server.

While tension between France and 


Italy apparently was eased follow- 
ing' the return of Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain 
from Rome, 


Great Britain's attitude towards Ja- 
pan stiffened greatly. 


France, according to a Reuters 


message from Tokyo, soon will send 
a note to Japan like the one Brit- 
ain dispatched over the week end, 


warning that France will not recog- 
nize any treaty changes resulting 
from force. 


British officials, according to the 


Daily Mail, consulted the United 
States and France before sending 
the protest note to Takyo, and the 
three powers may take drastic eco- 
nomic action against Japan if the 
note is ignored. 


(In Washington, however, it was 


asserted at the state department 
that the United States did not con- 
suit with the British on the earlier 
note Washington sent to Tokyo, nor 
did Britain consult with Washing- 
ton on the British message. 
The 


action was parallel, said the state 
department, only in the sense that 
Britain apparently followed Amer- 
ica's lead.)

Admiral William D. Leahy, chief 


of naval operations, and Rear Ad- 
miral Arthur J. Hepburn and Chair- 
man Vinson of the House naval 
affairs committee were slated to 
confer on Admiral Hepburn's report 
on proposed naval bases. 


Hearings before the House appro- 


priations committee were started 
on a $36.000,000 deficiency request 
to keep the navy's replacement pro- 
gram at top speed, and the com- 
mittee's chairman, Rep. Taylor (D) 
of Colorado, said there was a pos- 
sibility that special' condiseration 
would be given the President's re- 
quest for $50,000,000 immediately to 
launch the airplane expansion pro- 
gram. 


Administration leaders, despite the 


reverse suffered last week when the 
relief bill was cut by House economy 
advocates, believe that little oppo- 
sition will be met by Mr, Roosevelt's 
$552,000,000 
armaments 
program. 


Majority Leader Rayburn declared 
that a canvass of the House has in- 
dicated overwhelming support for 
rearmament.

prisoner during the current cam- 
pa>°'n in Catalonia, according to a 
bulletin issued from .Franco's field 
headquarters at Lerida.

and villages and the capture ot 600 
square miles of territory, giving the 
Insurgents control of one third ot 
Catalonia.

in present law, for any person by 
means of fraud, threat or discrim- 
ination to deprive any one of relief 
on account of race, religious or po- 
litical affiliation. 


The Sheppard committee also pro- 


posed to make it a felony for any 
one to disclose the names of persons 
receiving relief to persons engaged 
in campaigning for a candidate for 
public office. 


Lots of Support 


There seemed to be a lot of sup- 


port behind a recommendation of 
the Byrnes-senate committee en un- 
employment and relief for language 
in the work-relief bill to make it 
unlawful for any person to offer any 
one employment or favors on relief 
as'reward for political activity for 
or against any candidate for public 
office. 
Likewise, believed certain to go in- 


to the bill was the Hatch amend- 
ment, which lost by only one vote 
in the closing hours of the senate in 
the last session of congress. 
This 


amendment would make it unlawful 
for any person employed in an ad- 
ministrative capacity in the relief 
forces to use his official authority 
to influence an election of any pub- 
lic official. The Hatch amendment 
also would apply civil service bans 
against participation in politics to 
WPA forces.

differentials of more than 25 per 
cent- to block President Roosevelt s 
executive order putting 33,000 WPA 
administrative workers under civil 
service, and to forbid any relief 
money from being used to finance 
government-backed hosiery mills.

Among the skeptical there may be a feeling that the testimony of 


Ambassadors Kennedy and Bullitt at a secret meeting of the Senate 
and House Military Affairs Committee may have been designed to lend 
support to the administration's defense program. 
Unfortunately, the 


opinions thev expressed, frightening in the extreme, are those held quite 
commonly in 'informed quarters abroad. 


Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Bullitt told the members of the two com- 


mittees that there is almost certain to be a new crisis and possibly war 
in the Spring. It will be caused, according to the most authorative in- 
formation that can be gathered, by a German movement toward the 
fertile plains of the Ukraine in Central Europe or by an Italian blow 
at Tunisia or some other French property in the Mediterranean,

perhaps these two operations may be timed simultaneously, a bit of 
strategy which would throw the entire continent of Europe into war. 


It is no longer possible to escape the conclusion that every in- 


stinct of the dictators is warlike, that they are restless, ambitious and 
insatiable.

new urge arouses them and impels them on to the" achievement of a new 
objective. There is a great deal in the present and in the past to sup- 
port the fear of a new crisis in the Spring. 


The prospect is one to give us concern, even though we are sep-

contributions* to

classes of people," he said. "This Is 
particularly true of large families 
having a large amount of labor that 
otherwise cannot be marketed, 


"The 
major 
contribution 
of a 


part-time farm is the production of 
food for home consumption, 
Here 


again the large family benefits be- 
cause of the greater need for such 
food." 


Dr. John claimed it was not eco- 


nomically sound to use any labor on 
a farm that could be employed in in- 
dustry. 


"Families most likely to succeed 


on a part-time farm are those in 
which either the husband or wife 
once lived in the country," he con- 
tinued. 
"This is true of approxi- 


mately 90 per cent of the families 
earning paz't of their living on a 
farm. Unless a family has a desire 
to live in the country, chances of 
success are slight." 


Returns from an average farm, 


too, 
the professor pointed out, are 


not nearly as large as commonly im- 
agined. The average yearly profit 
ordinarily does not exceed $200, he 
said.

claimed the right to demand pay- 
ment in gold of a foreign nation. If

companies could not pay 
in 


gold, they should pay a 69 per cent 
premium because of dollar devalu- 
ation, the appealing bondsholders' 
contended.

This 
in spite of the fact that 1938 was not 
a triennial assessment year. Several 
vouchers were questioned by the au- 
ditors now engaged in auditing the 
county books and the matter gone 
into. 


Referred To District Attorney 
"We do not know Just what the 


law provides In the matter" said Mr. 
Cotton. "Prom a cursory examina- 
tion of it it appears that all as- 
sessing work in off years must be 
done in 90 days. We have referred 
the matter to the! district attorney 
for whatever action he feels may be 
necessary. In the meantime, there 
will be no payments made to any 
assessors until we find out where we 
'stand." 


There is an assessor for every ward 


in New Castle and Ellwood City, 
one for each boro and one for each 
township, 37 In all. County assess- 
ments are made every tore; years 
and in the off years only checkups 
are made for new buildings, remov- 
als and the like.

When I first began practice, 30 


years ago, I remember how I used to 
dread the onset of summer with its 
intense heat. I always dreaded it 
because I knew that during the sum- 
mer some of the children I had 
safely brought into the world a few 
months previously would sicken and 
die of summer cholera. 


In those days almost every baby 


suffered 
from this complaint at 


some time- or other, and all too 
many of'the poor little things never 
got better. 


For this reason, mothers were, just 


as apprehensive of the summer as I 
was myself, and they had gcod rea- 
son to be. I always found that the 
second summer of a child's life was 
the most dangerous. That was be- 
cause children born in the winter or 
spring usually nursed at the breast 
during the 
first 
danger season. 


When he was nearly a year old, he 
was weaned and placed on a mixed 
diet consisting largely of unpas- 
teurized cow's milk. Usually, how- 
ever, no trouble developed until th 
the heat came in earnest, and th 
flies bred by the millions. It was 
then that the disease struck at the 
infants.

I used to tell the people, particu- 


larly the mothers, that they had to 
be careful to keep flies away from 
the baby, and anything the baby ate 
or touched, 'in fact, to impress i" 
on them, I often told them that i 
they could keep flies entirely nnde.

point.

h» only cause of vomiting and 
diarrhea. Mothers must remember 
htt when the baby, is still young,

sii-ce the infection mcst common In 
children by far is the common cold, 
jujjt as it is in adults, you would do 
well to investigate this first as the 
probable; cause. 


Of course there are other infec- 


tions which might cause the trou- 
ble Inflammation cf the ears might 
be the cause; it might be bronchitis; 
if 
it, is a girl baby, it might be 


pyelitis—pus in the kidneys. Par- 
ents should know, too. that if theirs 
l,s a baby girl, they must be extra 
clean and careful with the diapers.

Secretary 
of Public Assistance 


Arthur W. Howe, Jr., retiring cab- 
inet member, reported that Penn- 
sylvania's direct relief rolls, hover- 
ing dangerously about the 700.000 
mark for weeks, zoomed to almost 
705.000 during the 
first week of 


1939. 
It was-the first time since Feb- 


i-uary, 1936, that the number o£ de- 
pendents on state-financed general 
assistance passed above 700,000. 


W. P. A. Curtailment 


Howe reiterated that the rise was 


attributable predominantly to cur- 
tailment of W.P.A in Pennsylvania. 
Approximately 45,000 W.P.A. work- 
ers in the state have felt the axe. 


From December 5 through Jan- 


uary 7, Howe said, the cumulative 
rise in direct relief due to this fac- 
tor alone amounted to 14,181 caseu, 
representing 48,915 persons. 


At the same time, Howe reported 


that it was necessary for the assist- 
ance department to die deeper into 
the 
already 
practically depleted 


funds as expenditures for the week 
aggregated $1,642,575—a rise of $42,- 


565.The $25,000,00.0 appropriated during 
the special legislative session last 
summer was exepcted to be exhaust- 
ed by the end of the month. The 
new legislature, however, has al- 
ready taken steps to appropriate 
$34,000,000 from special state funds 
to tide over the emergency until 
the end of the biennlum in May.

Dies unamerican activities com- 
mittee, which provoked nation- 
wide controversy, appeared to- 
day to have won its battle for 
continuation of its investigation 
into Communist, Nazi and Fas- 
cist propaganda. 


Surveys of the house, it was report- 
ed both on behalf of the leadership 
and bitter foes of the committee 
show an unquestioned majority for 
the

of 


Chairman Dies (D) of Texas. 


With the controversy over extend- 


ing life of the committee for two 
years scheduled to near a showdown 
with formal organization of the rules 
committee this week, foes hoped 
only to clip the wings of the com- 
mittee. 


In spite of his criticism of the 


committee, President Roosevelt has 
made no open move to check the 
new investigation. 


The only possibility of smothering 


the committee, foes said, is a ring- 
ing renunciation of evidence receiv- 
ed by it during the summer and fall 
in a formal statement of the depart- 
ment of justice.

in his announced plan to "shcot it 
out to the end," 56-year-old William 
J. Botcher was dead today, a suicide 
victim, as three county detectives 
besieged his home In suburban Gib- 
sonia with tear ga,s bombs. 


Betcher, 
thi> sleuths said, shot 


himself in the head after they had 
apparently dislodged him from his 
.second floor room with tear gas. 
They were attempting to arrest him 
on a charge of felonious assault, 
filed by his wife after he was said 
to have fired a bullet at her from 
his heavy calibre revolver. 


Ironically enough, the wife, Mrs. 


Maria Jane Betcher, and the cou- 
ple's son Henry, 21. watched as 
county detectives answered the hus- 
band's, fire with .a well-aimed tear 
gas bcmb. 


Betcher, a responsible employe for 


the Jesse C. Stewart company for 
the past 28 years, frightened his wife 
Saturday night by firing at her with 
his gun. She and the son fled to 
Justice of the Peace James Feru- 
gon's office where they filed an in- 
formation. 


Sunday, when the detectives at- 


tempted to. take him into-custody, 
he barricaded himself in with ths 
announcement "you'll never come in 
here; I'll shoot to kill."

Lime later the entire affair was over 
with Betcher lying dead at the foot 
of a pair of stairs, victim of his own 
hand, the sleuths said.

Enough Potential Gasoline 
In Bituminous Substances 


To Last 2,000 Years 


DISCOVERIES 


KEEPING PACE 


flntcrnntlona! News Service) 


NEW YORK. Jan. 18.—There is 


enough potential gasoline in bitum- 
inous substances to supply American 
motorists for the next 2,000 years, 
according to Hugh D. Miser, chief 
of the fuels sections of the U. S. 
Geological Survey. 


Besides the billions of barrels of 


petroleum that now lie in the known 
reserves oi the United States, a still 
larger supply of bituminous sub- 
stances is locked in shale reserves, 
waiting to be developed at some 
time when it would be economically 
profitable. Miser pointed out. 


The nation's coal deposits would 


provide, Miser said, in addition to 
the regular uses for coal, all the 
domestic requirements for petroleum 
substances for 2,000 years. 


During the past 20 years new dis- 


coveries of petroleum have balanced 
consumption. Miser said, to the ex- 
tent that the nation's petroleum re- 
serve rests largely "with the geolo- 
gist to continue to aid in the in- 
creasingly difficult problems of dis- 
covery; with the engineer to improve 
drilling: technique to increase recov- 
eries, and with the chemist to con- 
tinue 
improvements 
in 
refining 


practice." 


"In part," he continued, "it rests 


on the price that the public can af- 
ford in the future for oil products, 
and that, in turn, depends in part 
on increased efficiency in use. 


"The supply of crude oil rests on 


conservation and efficiency in the 
discovery, development and produc- 
tion of our future oil fields."

GIVE GROWING CALVES COM 


PORTABLE QUARTERS 


Even though growing calves ar 


fed properly, poor housing condition 
may handicap their growth. Whil' 
cows may have a stable that Is clean 
light, dry and sanitary, it too frc 
quently happens that the calves ari 
placed In a pen that cannot be usec 
for other stock. 


Dirty, dark, damp pens Induce 


scours, pneumonia, and general il 
health. It Is a good plan^to keep 
calves in a pen that is cleaned and 
disinfected regularly, and kept wel 
bedded, dry, and comfortably warm 


Calf pens having a southern ex- 


posure will get more sunlight anc 
be warmer and drier during the 
winter months, A few dairymen are 
using straw-covered, wire floors in 
their pens. These are proving to be 
more comfortable as well as warmer 
and drier. No more bedding is re- 
quired than on concrete floors. 


When several calves are kept to- 


gether, fastening them in stanchions 
during the feeding periods will in- 
sure each getting its share of the 
feed. By keeping the calves In the 
stanchions for a few minutes after 
each feeding will help prevent them 
forming the habit of sucking each 
other. 


Like babies, calves are quite sus- 


ceptible to diseases. Prevention is 
always better than a cure. If they 
are to get the proper start in life, 
their housing conditions should be 
dry, 
warm, light, 
and 
sanitary. 


Warmth does not mean artificial 
heat, but absence of dampness and 
cold.

CONTROL RATS WITH RED 


SQUILL POISON 


Rats are causing trouble this win- 


ter on many farms in Lawrence 
County, They are damaging apples 
and corn most. On some farms they 
have even been found working in 
the fields. They are by far tlie most 
numerous in many years. 


Most rats are now quite comfor- 


tably located for the cold weather. 
They tend to congregate where food 
is handy. This simplifies the 'prob- 
lem of eradication. By doing away 
with them now, any further damage 
during the winter months may be 
eliminated. 


Several chemicals may be used as 


poisons for rats. Red squill has the j 
advantage of being relatively harm- 
less to human beings and domestic 
animals. It may be obtained either 
as a powder or liquid. The powder 
form is considered more toxic to 
rats, keeps better, and is more easily 
mixed with bails. 


Always use foods attractive to the 


rodents as baiUs. Set the poisonous 
mixtures in runways, using three 
kinds of food to give the rats their 
choice. Use generous amounts. Early 
evening seems the best time to set 
baits. Rat control proves most salis- 


water, says Miss Julia Markle, home 
economics extension representative 
of Lawrence County, "If all is well, 
proceed. But if the color runs, take 
the sweater to a dry-cleaner.

Lift gently, and 
after squeezing (not wringing) the 
garment between both hands, roll 
it in a towel and knead to remove 
the rest of the moisture. 


Put the damp .sweater on a sweat- 


er form or shape it into the proper 
measurements on a towel or on a 
piece of paper on the floor. Leave 
In a shady spot away from direct 
heat to dry. When dry shake the 
sweater 
and brush with a clean 


brush to restore the nap. 


Finally," mend all moth holes and 


little tears as soon as you notice 
.hern MLss Markle urges. Look for 
them particularly before washing. A 
:itch in time here will give those 
lovely sweaters the proverbial cat's 
nine lives!

The two severe winters which we 


have 
recently 
experienced have 


shown that early pruning may ser- 
iously increase winter Injury to fruit 
trees. This Is particularly true with 
peach trees. 


Observations following these se- 


vere winter;; indicate tnrit !t is wise j 
to delay pruning until late winter, j 
provided the work can be completed 
before the beginning of the grow- 
ing season. However, large growers 
frequently find it necessary to start 
pruning In the fall to insure com- 
pletion before the rush -of spring 
work. 


When early pruning Ss necessary, 


it is important to begin on trees 
least likely to be injured. This means 
pruning apples f^rst and peaches 
last. 


Where certain blocks are to be 


pruned lightly and other more heav- 
ily. It 'Is wise.to delay heavy prun- 
ing until last. Trees in exposed lo- 
cations might 
well 
be left until 


pruning is completed in orchards 
protected against prevailing winter 
winds. 


If severe killing of wood is found 


in late February or March, It may 
be advisable not to prune such trees 
at all or to wait until they come out 
In leaf.
